St.  Regis  begins  ripeninng  with  the  earliest  red  raspberries  and  con- 
tinues bearing  on  the  young  canes  all  fall.  WE  DO  NOT  advise  growing  these  on  a 
commercial  scale  but  we  do  claim  it  is  mighty  fine  to  have  fresh  fruit  on  the  table  all 
sumjmer  and  fall. 

DEWBERRIES.  — Lucretta — The  best  of  the  blackberry  family.  Berries  are 
far  larger  and  incomparably  better  than  any  blackberry.  It  is  also  a heavier  pro- 
ducer.' Very  soft  and  sweet  and  of  the  brightest  glossy  black  color.  Lucretta  is 
fast  crowding  the  blackberry  out  of  its  place,  on  the  market  as  well  as  on  the  table, 
they  are  being  successfully  raised  in  Northern  Minn,  and  N.  Dakota  as  well  as  in  the 
warmer  sections. 


Eldoro  Blackberries — Very  hardy  vigerous  grower  and  will  endure  severe  winter/. 
Berries  are  large  jet-black  and  ripen  well  together.  Very  sweet  and  have  no  hard 
core. 

Grapes 

Concord — (Blue  Black).  The  great  wine  and  table  grape.  The  leading  blue 
grape  and  the  favorite  since  grape  raising  began  in  this  country.  Bunches  large  and 
very  compact.  The  biggest  yielder  and  the  best  commercial  grape  grown. 

Niagara — (White).  A great  yielder,  of  excellent  flavor.  Early.  Very  solid 
clusters.  The  leading  white  grape  grown.

Strawberry  Culture  For  The  Garden 

Prepare  your  ground  the  same  as  you  would  prepare  it  for  ordinary  gardening.  Make  your  rows 
3 1/4  ft.  apart  and  set  the  plants  16  inches  apart  in  the  row.  (Dunlap  may  be  set  20  inches). 

Make  a V shape  hole  with  an  ordinary  garden  spade  and  set  the  plants  so  that  the  crown  of  plant 
will  be  just  even  with  the  top  of  the  ground.  If  planting  imperfect  flowering  varieties  at  least 
every  third  row  should  be  aperfect  flowering  variety.  Cultivate  after  each  rain  to  keep  crush  from 
forming.  Do  not  cultivate  deep.  Hoe  around  the  plants  when  necessary  and  keep  the  blossoms 
picked  off  the  first  season. 

Cultivate  everbearers  the  same  as  above  but  keep  blossoms  picked  off  until  July. 


IMPORTANT — If,  for  some  reason,  you  are  not  ready  to  set  plants  early  in  season,  it  is  a good 
plan  to  have  the  plants  shipped  early,  and  then  on  arrival  of  plants,  open  the  bundles  and  ! line  out 
carefully  until  ready  to  set  out.  Plants  treated  in  this  manner  will  be  much  in  advance  of  plants  dug 
and  shipped  late  in  the  season.

Careful  packing  with  damp 
moss  included  in  averages.  We  can  also  ship  your  plants  C.  O.  D.  for  entire  amount  of  postage,  it 
desired.
